Members of the Canadian Medical Profession 
are constantly reminding us of the amaxing rise of 
the incidence of alcoholism in Canada. Contrary to 
popular belief, they say. alcoholics are found in every 
walk of life from the lowest skid-row tramp to the 
highest of church clergy. Alcoholism is an insidious 
disease that has no symptoms to forewarn the victim 
of its approach. One day he is a **social drinker'', the 
next he is walking around in a perpetual stupor. 
Life becomes, to him, a kaleidoscope of different 
bars, drinks one after another, racuous laughter, 
blurred images and, perhaps, eternal darkness. To 
say eternal darkness is not pressing the point, for 
alcoholism is truly a killing disease. If a person is 
not in good health, over-consumption of alcohol can 
kill him within one year. If he is in good health, it 
Can ruin his health in that same space of time. 

But, even more important than the effect that 
alcohol can have upon one's health, is the effect it 
can have upon one's life and mind. A goodly number 
of broken marriages, nervous breakdowns, loss of 
jobs, and serious mental disorders, can be traced to 
excessive drinking. The alcoholics' prime aim in life 
ts to continue drinking and everything, regardless 
of its importance, is secondary to this aim. 

What causes alcoholism ? On this point, no 
one is certain. It is generally conceded that the indi- 
vidual concerned is lacking something in life. This 
can be love or security of anything else that affects 
the individual. He attempts to fill this void by using 
alcohol ai 3 substitute, for, when he is in a drunken 
state, he is able to put his difficulties to one side. 

An alcoholic's life is a living hell as he is cons- 
tantly running from something that he cannot escape. 
When the effects of the liquor wear off, it is there 
staring him in the face again. The only hope for the 
chronic alcoholic is a psychiatrist whereas those who 
are less affected find the help they need with an 
organization such as Alcoholic's Anonymous. In an 
organization of this type they have the opportunity to 
share their fears and sorrows with others who are 
in the same state. 

We hope that we don't sound like someone who 
has just graduated from a theological college but this 
is a problem which concerns all of us right now. if 
you, for example, find that you are drinking too 
heavily for no apparent reason then stop and consider 
what lies ahead. Your degree or diploma will be 
of no use to you if you are never in a condition to 
avail yourself of the oportunities it offers. The time 
to exercise control over yourself is when you are 
young. With advancing age control becomes more 
difficult. Life has too much to offer. Why try to 
view it with double vision ?

Dear Sir : 

In last week's edition, Mr. 
Broscombe has posed some ques- 
tions which require clarification. 
First of all, however, I congra- 
tulate him for doing something 
about a question which bothered 
him rather than shrugging the 
matter off. Each student, upon 
registration, pays a Student Ac- 
tivity fee which is collected by 
Administration on behalf of the 
Students Council. These fees are 
$26 per student with the excep- 
tion of Diploma (Agr.) students 
for whom it is $12. Total Student 
Activitv fees this year approxim- 
ated $30,000. 

In the Spring of the year, the 
Finance Committee of the new 
Students' Council reviews the 
budgets of the Student Organiza- 
tions recognized by the Council. 
These organizations include 
M.A.A.. W.A.A.. Student Recrea- 
tion Centre, Winter Carnival, 



Green and Gold, College Royal, 
Student Publications, etc. After 
reviewal of the various budgets 
submitted to it, the Finance 
Committee makes recommenda- 
tions to Students' Council con- 
cerning the approval, rejection, 
or revision of these budgets. The 
Finance Committee is composed 
of the Treasurer of Students* 
Council (Chairman), the Perma- 
nent Secretary-Treasurer of Stu- 
dents' Council (Secretary) and 
the President. Vice-President and 
Secretary of the Students' Coun- 
cil. 

Guided by the Finance Com- 
mittee recommendations, the Stu- 
dents* Council gives temporary 
approval to the organization bud- 
gets, in either the original or re- 
vised form. Final approval is 
given only in the Fall when re- 
gistration and total Student Ac- 
tivity fees are known. Should a 
recognized student organization 
the year, it is at liberty to re- 
require a budget revision during 
quest such from the Students* 
Council, 

It is sometimes the case that 
an organization does not require 
all the funds for which it has 
budgeted. When such is the case, 
the remaining funds are trans- 
ferred by the retiring Students* 
Council to its successor for real- 
location the following year. Two 
things should be noted, how- 
ever : 

1. An organization cannot spend 
more than is budgeted to it.

Our Daily Cup 
of Coffee 

Most of us want to have coffee 
a Iter every meal; of course, 
Canada does not grow any cof- 
fee but, due to imports* from 
coffee growing countries, Cana- 
dians can drink all the coffee 
they want. How many of us, 
however, know the processes cof- 
tee IS subjected to before we 
can drink it? I would like to 
tell you, in this article, there- 
fore, something about the pro- 
cesses; confining mvself to one 
type of coffee onlv lie Xr.iiiica 
coffee). 

Coffee bears chcrncs— green 
when young, but turning dark 
red when mature and ripe. The 
ripe berries are picked and the 
outer skin removed. This process 
IS known as pulping and entails 
crushing the berries just hard 
enough to remove the skins on- 
ly. It is highly undesirable to 
crush the beans inside the ber- 
ries. 

The beans, normally two in 
every berry, are slimy when just 
pulped and to wash, then clean, 
a number of methods are used. 
The most widely used method, 
however, is one in which the 
beans are fermented in water 
for 2-4 days and then washed. 
They are then dried and this 
may be done artifically or na- 
turally (i.e. just drying them 
in the sun). The slower the dry- 
ing the better the quality in fla- 
vour as well as aroma. 

Curing follows drying and, in 
this process, the beans are de- 
hulled (i.e. the skins are re- 
moved). .The dehulled beans may 
be sold, thus so that when one 
buys them one has to roast and 
gring them before use. 

After curing, the beans are 
roasted and then ground. This 
may be done right after curing, 
but, for better quality coffee, 
the beans are stored for a cer- 
tain length of time. Modern me- 
thods of making coffee involve 
toasting the roasted coffee be- 
fore grinding and this, it is 
claimed, gives the coffee* better 
flavour and aroma. 

To make instant coffee, the 
ground coffee undergoes further 
treatment with some substances 
added. Believe it or not, these 
treatments slightly impair the 
flavour of the coffee and until 
better methods of making instant 
coffee are available, we will have 
to content ourselves uith the 
impaired flavour coffee.

THE FOLD 



There is a world at our door- 
steps if we could only see it 
as being so. Within the risen

Ledieu, with loon-like dignity,

Beneath the flagstones are the 
pack rats, traders for, and col- 
lectors of all things bright and 
wonderful. Yet they neglect not 
the things that are green, brown, 
blue, or purple, for these are 
objets of trade also, despite the 
fact that they do not shine 
— materially. The shine is . im- 
posed by other means, and all 
things are equal if the trade is 
right. Unequals are also their 
business as they are to the vul- 
tures, the hyenas, and the hu- 
man carrion. That is, receive all 
and give less — or nothing at 
all. 

Then there is the paternal 
guardian — of what? He is the 
shepherd to the lambs, the guar- 
dian of children and lambs. The 
children are indebted to their 
guardians. They are given 
charge of our proprieties, they 
are responsible for our welfare 
and knowledge. Paternalism to 
those who are past their child- 
hood is repulsive, and as the 
subject is repulsed, so is the 
object, the shepherd, the guar- 
dian. Higher intelligence and 
knowledge of the world gives 
this prerogative to us, yet, where 
laws are laws, to be followed 
and to be enforced, so grows 
the sickness in the lambs to the 
wonder of the shepherd who 
has righteously observed his re- 
sponsibilities and the propri- 
eties... This is the second lesson, 
• hat the intelligence and know- 
lodge is there, but for purposes 
of convenience (?), it is disre- 
^^arded, intentionally or uninten- 
tionally. The wool is of poor 
Cfualily, and is lacking in quan- 
tity, yet, when, there is but one 
pasture, the sheep go where 
there is grass, otherwise there 
be no sheep either. 

The grass... yes. The gra.ss, 
does it not affect the quality al- 
so? It has to be good grass, full 
of goodnes.s, full of refreshing 
juices to provide the strength 
that comes from it. But when 
there is but one pasture... May- 
be we are luckier than most, for, 
although it is small, there is 
another pasture where one may 
receive nourishment. We rejoice 
and sav, "Let us to the smaller 
and better pasture go, so that 
we may be nourished .so that 
we mav thrive. 'Where one 
sheen goeth, all go. for is this 
not the age — old axiom? Where 
one sheep goeth, all shall follow? 
But the children of the paternal 
f;ither are endowed with a more 
liberal smattering of intelligence, 
so he savs, "We pay twice for that 
Vvhich we are rifilhtfully to re- 
ceive the first time." Another 
.says "Then what are we to do? ' 
To which he receives the reply. 
We are to remove the incom- 
;.etent." He is challenged. "And 
how are we to do this? Are we 
not the sheep, the children, who 
owe obeyance to the master? 
Are we to disrespect age and 
knowledge of what is right for 
us?" The theoritician replies, 
"If it be for the continuance 
of our well-being, then this must 
be done. ''His words fall upon 
deaf ears of the practical. This 
is the third lesson, that the re- 



pression of sheep and children, 
whether they be theoriticians or 
the practical is not good, for, 
despite their differences, the rule 
still dominates — where one 
sheep goes, so go they all. Time 
tells the story, and the story 
evolves through the presence of 
time, so that finally, one sheep 
goeth. and they all goeth — if 
they are true sheep. If they be 
the children, they know when to 
go on their own account, and 
here, the loss of nourishment' is 
two-fold, that of the body, and 
that of the mind. 

But the thing is completed 
through time, and the mind 
grows and assimilates, so that 
when the wise sheep leaves the 
fold, he is a sheep no more 
amongst a world of shepherds. 
But the wise child, when he 
leaves, he sees the catacombs as 
the fold, and the portals as the 
gates into the fold. He is a 
wise child, he has cast off the 
paternal father to be himself. He 
is a shepherd, 6ut the more pa- 
ternal the father, the more el- 
evated and assuming Ledieu, and 
the brighter the pack rats, more 
understanding is the shepherd. 
And when the good shepherd 
is given his small flock of sheep, 
the world is his pasture, and the 
sheep see this, and are unaware 
of the fold, so that some enter. 
They do not see the world at 
their doorstep, and from the 
hallowed places, they hear a 
whisper, "Look ye. hark ye, and 
learn what ye will, for 'tis here 
that you will see all that is 
before ye." Aye, such are the 
some lessons of life where ye 
will it.

Macdonald introduces 
Pipeline Milker 

The ever expanding Animal 
Science Department has taken 
their first step in modernizing 
the Dairy Barns. To cut down 
some of the labour in the barns 
they have replaced the conven- 
tional milking procedure with a 
pipeline milker. 

Plastic pipe has been installed 
on both sides of the milking lineg. 
The pipeline runs to the dairy 
where a 800-gallon bulk tank and 
cooler has been installed. 

Six units will milk the cows 
and the milk will go directly to 
the pipeline and then into the 
bulk tank. This will cut down 
the handling of milk and will 
speed up milking time. Thus, 
the bacteria count in the milk 
will be reduced. The price of 
the system is quoted as $13,000. 

Your reporter spoke to Mr. 
Houston, the Farm Manager. He 
says the new pipeline was in- 
stalled to reduce the man power 
in the bam and reduce milk 
handling. However, he stated 
that more time would have to 
be spent on checking the milk 
for bacteria before it gets to 
the line. It will be working in 
about two weeks. 

Automation and Sanitation is 
the big word in the barns now. 
We wish the Animal Science De- 
partment and Mr. Houston the 
best.
